Almost $400,000 have gone to 


Junemployed veterans in the 
Belle Glade area under the 
Readjustment Allowance pro- 
gram from July 1946 through 
May of 1949, according to the 
figures of the Florida Industiral 
Commission. "Included in the 
Belle Glade area are the west 
half of Palm Beach County, 
Glades and Hendry Counties. 
The Commission has served 
as agent for the payment of 
veterans readjustment compen- 
sation since the program was 
inauguarated in the fall of 1944. 
However, county data on claims 
was not kept prior to July 1946. 
For a majority of the esti- 
mated 250,000 Florida veterans 
this program will end on July 
25 of this year, unless changed 
by Congress. The G. I. Bill now 
states that no veteran may 
draw a readjustment allowance 
more than two years after his 
discharge, or aftér the end of 
the war, whichever comes later. 
President Truman officially de- 
clared hostilities at an end on 
July 25, 1947. 
Belle Glade Area Payments 
The peak period for the Belle 
Glade area in checks paid out 
to unemployed veterans came 
in July 1947 while the peak per- 
iod for the state was August 
1946, according to Arthur M.

About thirty months ago, at 
the Lake Harbor camp of the 
U.S. Sugar Company, following 
-|a colbred evening dance, the 
dead body of Julia Bailey was 
found lying, in a field, having 
been shot to death. She was 
a widow with two small child- 
ren. 

Sam Dunning, an off-and-on 
field worker at the Lake Har- 
bor plantation, was the last 
party seen in her company, and 
he was among the mission the 
next day, so suspicion fell on 
him as being the perpretrator of 
the crime. 

While county police officers 
have had a watchful eye out 
for Dunning, he had never been 
apprehended. Deputy Sheriff]

that lead to the arrest of Dun- 
ning, who picked up in 
Philadephia, by the FBI.

Every now and then it is proposed that the chain stores be 
subjected to punitive class taxes by municipalities, states, ог the 
Federal government itself. There is certainly nothing resembling | 
a general movement in that direction now, but the folly of it 
should be thoroughly grasped by the public — - 
Viewed as a revenue measure, a class tax in indefensible. It 
violates every consideration of equality. And in the long run, 
it must be paid by the consumer, Stores of any kind must base 
their charges on what it costs them to operate 
The main argument for punitive taxation of the chains, when 
it became a national issue some ten years back, was that this 
was necessary to prevent the destruction of independents by un- 
fair ‘competition. Subsequent history has proved how utterly 
Wrong this view was. There are more independent stores than 
ever. The percentage of the total trade'done by chains and that 
done by independents has varied only slightly over the years, and 
the independents are ahead in total volume by æ wide margin. 
The truth is that chain competition has not only been of 
service to the consumer but to independent stores as well, It has 
encouraged all merchants to do a better and more agressive job 
of selling, to cut costs, to improve their public relations and 
advertising, and to offer more varied stocks. Retail volume in 
all fields has tended to increase, and the independent has receiv- 
ed his share of it. 
‘There is a place in his country for every kind and size of 
Petail store. And every store should be treated equally under the 
law.

The city of Belle Glade got 
one of the heaviest dustings 
hat it has experienced since 
ihat safety measure against 
bugs and disease was inaugur- 
ated. This dusting was made 
with a chlorine composition, 
and while or was some- 
what temi ly offensive to 
the olfa nses, it certain- 
ly did КШ off the bugs and flies 
in particular, Chlorine accord- 
ing to scientists is not as toxic 
as DDT but in vegetable rais- 
ing time, is not useable, as it 
leaves a mineral taste in the 
mature food.
